WHILE BRANDT \ AND REFRAINED FROM 

FURTHER COMMENT, AMREHN SAID HE WISHED EXPRESSED HIS 
DISAPPOINTMENT WITH ALLIED DECISION AND ASKED. RE SUBSTANCE 
PARA 2 REFTEL WHAT NEXT STEP WOULD BE AFTER ALLIED TURNBACK.
